New York Hotel and 
Then Sat for Two Days 
by the Body. 


New York, February 9..Mrs. Em- 
ily May Favre sat for two days be- 
side the body of her 12-year-old 
daughter, Margaret, whom she shot 
through the heart Saturday morn- 
ing as she lay asleep in her apart- 
ment in the Ashton hotel, she con- 
feased to the police today after her 
arrest on a charge of homicide. She 
had tried to turn her pistol on her- 
self but lacked the courage to do 
it, she said. The little girl was 
ill with influenza at the time. 

Financial worries had temporarily 
unbalanced her mind, Mrs. Favre 
told the police. She had beer re- 
ceiving monthly payments from an 
interest in a lumber business left 
her by her father and when these 
failed to arrive last week she wrote 
to a Mr. Jackson at the company’s 
Nc 7 York office threatening to kill 
herself if the money was not forth- 
coming at once. The mails were 
delayed by the storm and Jackson 


did not get the letter until today. 

His¥epresentative called at Mrs. 
Favre’ 8 apartment hotel without de- 
lay and receiving no response got 
the house manager to force the 
Favre front door. They found Mrs. 
Favre sitting beside her dead 
daughter with a pistol in her hand. 
She made a movement as though to 
shoot herself and the two men over- 
powered her, taking the gun away. 

She was examined by the police, 
charged with homicide and held 
without. bail. She said her hus- 
band was Seymore Favre, sometimes 
called Simon Favre, of Ontario, Can- 
ada. They were divorced shortly 
after Margaret's birth. Mr. Favre

Washington, Februaty 9.—Indic&é- 
tions that England's inability to 
purchase American cotton because 
of the exchange situation may mean 
a virtual cutting in half of the 
United States export trade in cot- 
ton are shown in statistics issved 
today by the department of corn- 
merce, 

More than 50 per cent of ‘ie cot- 
ton exported by the United Stetes 
during the five months ending De- 
cember went to England, according 
to the department's latest foreign 
trade reports. For the five months 
the total exports of cotton amount- 
ed to 2.869.570 bales, of 1,472,522,970 
pounds, valued at 543.734.6469, of 
which England took 1,475,900 bales 
of 766,887,730 pounds, -valued at 
$288.477,.660. For the month of De- 
cember England imported 412.210 
Bales of 231.285.1090 nounda of cotton, 
valued at $94,221,353. while the total 
exported from the United States for 
the moth was 876,S10 bales of 459,- 
930.300 pounds, valned at $180,6458,- 
270.

Mob Bloodily Repulsed in 
Attempt to Storm Court- 
house to Get Negro Who 
Was Being Tried. 


FOUR MEN WERE KILLED 


AND SEVERAL WOUNDED 


While Riot Was in Prog- 
ress the Negro Confessed. 
and Was Sentenced to 
Die in the Electric Chair. 


Lexington, Ky., February 9.—Mar- 
tial law prevailed here tonight. Six 
hundred federal and state troops 
are patrolling the streets to prevent 
further rioting which, during the 
day exacted a toll of four déad and 
fifteen wounded. 

The city was quiet early Y6night 
but authorities pute recurrence 
of violence. Five hundred addition- 
al United States troops are en route 
from Camp Taylor, Kentucky. 

Lexington and all of Fayette 
county was placed under martial 
law at 3 o'clock by Brigadier Gen- 
eral F. C. Marshall upon his arrival 
from Camp Taylor with 300 troops 
of the famous First Division which 
helped repulse the Germans at 
Chateau Thierry.

The 
shooting temporatily dispersed the 
mob’ and gave the author:ties time 
in which to rush Lockett to a s@® 
cret place of safety. The mob re- 
formed, however, and looted pawn- 
shops and hardware stores to get 
firearms. 

Fearing an attack upon the hand- 
ful of national guardsmen on duty 
the emwthorities appealed to governor 
Morrow for assistance. As a re- 
sult 300 troops, members of the 
Twenty-sixth and Twenty-eighth 
infantry arrived at 3 o’clock on a 
special tfain from Camp Taylor. 

The federal troops immediately 
began the work of paA&trolling the 
streets to keep crowds from congre- 
gating. 

Lockett, arrested last Tuésday 
night and held in the state peniten- 
tlary for safekeepings was indicted 
late last week and was brought here 
on a special train this morning for 
trial. He was heavily guarded. 

Hundreds of farmers from ths 
surrounding country arrived early 
to attend the trial and _ sullenly 
Watched the prisoner as he was 
marched from the train to the court- 
house between lines of state troop- 
ers. When the trial opened, the 
court room was crowded to capac- 
ity. Everyone was searched fer 
firearms before being admitted to 
the courthouse. Hundreds were un- 
able to gain admittance to the court 
room and congregated in the street 
in front of the courthouse.

Extended debate grew out of 
the general desire in the senate to 
dispose of the cloture rule adopted 
at the last session, which accom- 
paniec the treaty on its resurrec- 
tion from the senate limbo of “ta- 
bled” legislation. Had cloture re- 
mained few senators would have 
been able to participate in renewal 
of the\ debates, as they had used 
their allotted sixty minutes in the

posed of more than thirty members, 
representing leading banks and 
bankers throughout the country. At 
the suggestion of the state depart- 
ment the international consortium 
was formed at a meeting in 1 -is 
on May 12 of last year, representa- 
tives of the banking groups of Great 
Britain, France and Japan joining 
with the American group. Mr, La- 
mont, representing the American 


bankers, presided. 

At that time general plans were 
made for the working of the con- 
sortium on the following principles: 

That no country should attempt 
to cultivate special spheres of influ- 
ence. 

That all existing options held by 
a member of any of the national 
groups so far as practicable be 
turned into the consortium as. ‘a 
whole. he ig 

That the four banking groups of 
the countries in question should act 
together in concert and in an ef- 
fective partnership for the interests 
of China, and that the consortium’s 
operations should deal primarily 
with loans to the Chinese republic or 
to provinces of the republic, or with 
loans guaranteed or officially hav- 
ing to do with the republic or its 
provinces, and in each instance of 
character sufficient to warrant a 
public meee. 

The banking representatives 
agreed that the operations of the 
consortium should not interfere in 
any respect with private operations 
in Chinafor the development of indi- 
vidual, industrial, commercial and 
banking projects, but that where 
the general inteerests of the republic 
or its provinces were concerned, the 
consortium would attempt to act as 
a unit and lend its financial aid to 
China. 

The constitution and general 
principles of the consortium were 
approved by the governments of 
the respective groups, but Ja- 
pan proposed reservations in regard 
to certain portions of China in 
which she feels she has grote 4 
interest. Mr. Lamont is expecte 
to take this question up with the 
Japanese bankers and learn defi- 
nitely if they desire to enter into 
a working partnership with the 
three other groups. 

In the meantime an emergency 
loan of 5,000,000 pounds sterling to 
China is now reported to be in 
process of negotiation. 

The membership of,the American 
banking group includes the lead- 
ing financial institutions of New 
York city, Boston, Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia, Pittsburg, St. Louis, San 
Francisco and New Orleans.

Washington, February 9.—The fu- 
ture of the American merchant ma- 
rine enBaged the attention here to- 
day of both men who own and op- 
erate commercial craft and men who 

, While the senate commerce com- 

mittee continued its hearings in for- 
mulation of a shipping policy bill, 
with shipowners testifying, a con- 
ference of representatives of labor. 
unjons concerned in ship construc- 
tion, with a combined membershi,) 
of 500,000 men, to frame recommen- 
dations for the “perpetuation of the 
American flag in the commerce of 
nations.” — ” 

Secretary Daniels was the princi- 
pal speaker at the conference. He 
assured hig hearers that some way 
would be found to operate merchan: 
tonnage produced during or as a re-: 
sult of the war, .and to restore the 
American commercial f'--*:.to the 
place they held sixty years ago. Na- 
tional prosperity, he said, was de- 
pendent upen carrying American 
goods in American bottoms. 

Mr. Daniels also reiterated his po- 
sition as to the strength of the bat- 
tle fleet, and said that work on the 
naval buildiag program would not 
be stopped. As to American naval 
power, he said: , 

“No man is a stronger advocate 
of the league than JI, but in the 
present perturbed condition of the 
world the league must have a police 
force on the seas, and I want the 
United States to have a force in 
that police force as large as any 
other nation.” 

Without the league, he added, the 
American navy should be “incom- 
parably greater” than any other. 

H. H. Raymond, president,of the 
American Steamship Owners’ asso- 
ciation, was before the senate com- 
mittee urging that the sale price 
for government war-built craft do 
not exceed $100 a ton. Otherwise, 
he said, and- without exemption 
from excess profits taxes for a pe- 
riod of years competition with for- 
eign craft sold at $70 a ton would 
be impossible. 

“England still has in the neigh- 
borhood of 20,000,000 tons of ocean 
vessels built before the war at $70 
a ton,” he said. 

“What the United States should 
do now,” declared P. A. S. Frank- 
lin, president of the international 
merchant marine, who followed 
Raymond, #is not. think so much 
about the price of individual ships 
it owns, but to establish shipping 
trade, with strong concerns so sit- 
uated financially that they would 
be able to get capital. I indorse 
Mr. Raymond’s proposals entirely. 

“Get the present fleet under pri- 
vate’ ownership and see if private 
owners can’t get established strong- 
ly enough so they ‘will themselves 
supply the deficiency in fast ships. 
If pot pay the amount that fs neces- 
sary to get vessels of the needed 
type in service.”

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JAPANESE DRIVEN 


IN NORTH KOREA 


| Bands of Koreans, Raised 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. D. Upshaw, | 


in Chinese Territory, 
Cross the Frontier and 
Rout Troops of Japan. 


London, February 9. — Northern 
Korea. has been evacuated by the 
Japanese. it is claimed in a wireless 
dispatch from Moscow today, quot- 
ing an Omsk message. The jopula- 
tion rose to aid Korean forces ‘rom 
Chinese territory, it is declared. 

The Omsk message, as given in 
the bolshevik wireless, says that on 
February 6 bands of Koreans raised 
in Chinese territory crossed _ the 
frontier and attacked the Japanese. 
Masses of the population are join- 
ing the insurgents, it is added, the 
Japanese retreating and evacuating 
northern Korea. 

& 

Washington, February 9.—An ac- 
tive rebellion in Korea against Jap- 


‘anese rule, fostered by the Russian 


bolsheviki and characterized as ‘“‘the 
beginning of a tremendous affair,’ 
is’ in progress, according to offi- 
cial dispatches received today in 
Washington. A recent clash be- 
tween 2,000 F-. -* armed mainly 
by the bolsheviki, and a Japanese 
army post in northern Korea, the 
message said, had resulted ‘in de- 
feat of the Japanese, 300 of whom 
were killed and the remainder rout- 
ed. Details of the fight were not 
reported. 

The Koreans moved into the ter- 
ritory from Kirin, Manchuria. Other 
clashes with ‘*“- smali Japanese 
garrisons have occurred, the Japa- 
nese having been outnumbered and 
overwhelmed in nearly every case. 

News of the fighting did not come 
as a surprise here as. dispatches 
have indicated for som®time. that 
the revolutionary spirit was spread- 
ing in Korea, stimulated by the ac- 
tivities of the bolsheviki. There 
are in addition many Chinese bri- 
rands in the Monechurian and Sibe- 
rian border regions with whom ttre 
bolshevik organizations in Siberia 
have shown sigaus of combining for 
the invasion of Korea. Available 
reports, however,-do not disclose the 
full Scope of the movement.

WAVES SHATTERING 
LINER PRINGESS ANNE 


New York, February 9.—Cracked 
and storm-battered from stem to 
stern, almost broken in two amid- 
ships, the Old Dominion liner Prin- 
cess Anne, abandoned except by her 
two first officers, was slowly being 
submerged b7 the seas tonight as 


she lay stranded on the sand shoals 
off Rockaway. Unless favorable 
weather prevails, shipping officials 
declare there is little hope of saving 
any part of her cargo. of which. a 
small amount is still above water. 

The story of the sudden wreak- 
ing up of the. ship, which began 
shortly before last ‘midnight, was 
told today by First Officer Charles 
W. Barker, who was in command of 
the skeleton crew of 44 men. The 
32 passengers and 28 members of 
the crew had been taken off the 
previous day by the police boat 
patrol. 

In the middle of the night, with- 
out warning, the steel plating of the 
steamship began to give way witha 
rapid succession of deafening re- 
ports like a salvo of artillery. The 
sailors rushed on deck in panic, be- 
lieving the ship was going to pieces 
under them. A number of the men 
started to rush for the lifeboats to 
lower them, while others took to the 
rigging. 

Knowing that there was no real 
danger, and finding it was impossi- 
ble to calm the panic-stricken crew, 
First Officer Barker and Second Of- 
ficer William Heath, whose home is 
in Portsmouth, Va., went among the 
men with drawn pistols, threatening 
to shoot the first man who diso- 
beyed orders. 

After distress signals had been 
sent and the crew quieted. food and 
hot coffee was served. When dawn 
came the coast guard came alongside, 
but the crew refused to leave in the 
lifeboat because they could not take 
their baggage. Later a power fishe 
ing sloop came alongside and, after 
several trips, landed the seamen and 
their baggage at Sheepshead bay 
pier. 

Both ship officers, Barker and 
Heath, remained aboard the _ ship, 
which is almost split in two ang is 
filled with water except for her main 
deck. They will not leave until or- 
dered to do so by the railroad ad- 
ministration, which operates. the 
steamer. 

The railroad admfnistration has 
dispatched a vessel to stand guard 
over the abandoned steamship and 
prevent pillaging of her cargo. To- 
night a fleet of fishing boats was 
near the ship, their owners appar- 
ently waiting for the seas to wash 
adrift the valuable cases of cotton 
goods which are still below decks. 

The steamship and her cargo is 
valued at $1,000,000.

Washington, February 9.—The 
south and middlewest have united in 
a threat to defeat the conference re- 
port on the Cummins-Esch railroad 
bill and leave the .carriers without 
the rate guarantee for a 5% per centr 
net operating income. Members 
of congress are being urged to vote 
against the bill, and the situation 
in the house is so cloge as to cause 
republican leaders to fear a contin- 
uance of the agitation may imperi! 
the legislation. 

This opposition to enactment of 
the railroad bill is due to the an- 
nouncement by Daniel Willard. 
president of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, speaking as chairman of the 
executive committee of the offi- 
cials’ classification committee, that 
immediately upon the termination 
of federal control the carriers would 
petition the interstate commerce 
commission to abolish the rate ad- 
justments \established by the rail- 
road administration to give the 
same through rates on export 
freight to the gulf and south Atlan- 
tic ports as to the north Atlantic 
ports. An association of shippers, 
embracing representatives of every 
large city in the middlewest, and 
southern commercial interests con- 
cerned with the development of 
south Atlantic rail traffic and trans- 
atlantic ocean routes, is directing 
the fight in congress. 

Willard’s Complaint. 

Mr. Willard has complained of the 
railroad administration’s approval 
of the rates as "inimical to the ins 
terests” of the B. & O., Pennsylva- 
nia, New York Central and Erie 
railroads.

COUNTY BONDS MUST 


EQUAL AMOUNT VOTED: 


Court of Appeals Holds Is-. 
sue for Less Sum Is 
Invalid. 


By a decision handed down yen- 
terday, in the case of Paulk et al. 
versus Berrien county et al., the 
court of appeals held that an issue 
of courcy bonds to be valid must ve 
for the full amount voted on by the 
people. The validation by a court 
or the issue by @ board of commis- 


sioners of bonds in a less sum than 
the people approved will not stand. 
Berrien county last year by a 
popular vote aproved an issue of 
$500,000 of bopnds for road build- 
ing purposes. When the county com- 
missioners came to examing into the 
matter they found that this was a 
larger debt than the county could 
constitutionally assume in propor- 
tion to its tax assessments. - 
They accordingly asked the su- 
perior court that it validate an is- 
sue of $350,000, which was within 
the constitutional debt limit of the 
county instead of the full $500,000. 
This the review court, reversing 
the decision of the court below, 
holds that they cannot do, saying: 
“When the commissioners of roads 
and revenue of a county notify by 
advertisement in a newspaper, the 
qualified voters of that county that 
a bond election will be had on a 
fixed date to determine whether 
or not the county shall issue bonds 
in the sum of $500,000, and the tax- 
payers by their vote ‘authorize the 
issue of this sum in bonds, the 
judge of the superior court has no 
authority to validate, upon the re- 
quest of the commissioners and over 
the objection of a number of tax- 
payers, bonds in the sum of $350,- 
000. se 
The court points out that $850,000 
might be entirely inadequate for 
the public improvement which the 
voters authorized the debt for and 
consequently the commissioners 
cannot change the sum authorized 
to a less amount.

county republican committee, was on 
the stand. The defense tried vainly 
to exclude them because they were 
written in September, 1919, more 
than a year after the election in- 
volved in the conspiracy charge. 


Informed of the Expense. 


Hamilton’s preliminary question- 
ing by Frank C, Dailey, assistant 
attorney general, brought out that 
Hamilton has been “informed of the 
expense” connected with sending 
10,000 Newberry form letters to 
members of the club. He said, on 
cross-examination, that Ambassador 
O’Brien prepared this circular letter. 

The first letter, mailed to Wash- 
ington by Hamilton September 13, 
1919, said that the county commit- 
tee’s*budgét had been exceeded in 
the campaign of the year before, and 
that Hamilton “had to put up for 
the deficit.” It continued, in part: 

“We formed the Gold Star club, 
sending out a letter to each soldier's 
family in the country. This letter 
was signed by members who had 
lost sons or relatives in the war. It 
had a tremendous influence and was 
exclusively for the senatorial cam- 
paign. The cost was $330, and I 
would be very glad if vou would see 
that this was retanded.” 

The letter said that Congressman 
Maps and John Blodgett were fa- 
wpiliar with the affair and added: 

“Ambassador O’Brien, who is now 
in Washington, is also familiar with 
this matter: in fact, he. served on 
the sbcommittee which put 
over, etc.” 

Senator Newberry replied five days 
later: 

“It seems that I should not con- 
tribute. . . . I subscribed to the 
state central committee all that the 
law allows.” 

He added that he would consult 
Ambassador O’Brien “and see iI some 
friend can be found” to help. The 
correspondence indicated that the 
senator and ambassador did not 
meet, and Hamilton wrote: % 

“[ understand the circumstances, 
and if you wish to make a contri- 
bution of $350 to the Kent county 
republican committee, I would be 
very glad to have you do so.” 

Received Check for $350, 

A few days later Hamilton said 
he received from Detroit a check 
for $350 signed by the Newberry 
estate. 

“Did you reimburse yourself for 
the $230?" asked Mr. Dailey.

Something Should Be Done 
To Relieve Conditions at 
The Tech High School 


Editor Constitution: While any- 
one at all familiar with conditions 
knows our schools (I am referring 
to the buildings) are in a bad fix, 
I wish to call particular attention 
to the present deplorable condi- 
tions surrounding Tech High school. 
[am addressing you, as I have noted 
with pleasure the interest and 
hearty co-operation you at all times 
give to the school question. 

The enrollment at Tech High for 
the present term is 1,106. The ac- 
tual facilities they have (poor as 
they are) cannot begin to accom- 
modate this number. As a result 
many of the boys have to stand 
to recite or even study their les- 
sons. I am told ‘they have a seat- 
ing capacity of about 700 and only 
350 lockers in which to keep their 
overcoats, umbrellas, books, sta- 
tionery, ete. Do you think this 
is fair to these boys or ‘the teach- 
ers? I think you will agree with 
me it is too great a handicap for 
either to labor under. 

Another thing, on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 8, there were 192 boys ab- 
sent on account of sickness, and in 
addition 64 had ‘to be sent home 


ifrom school on account of getting 


wet in going from one building to 
another, or rather, I should say, 
from one shack to another, Is this 
just or fair to the boys? 

I am aware that the proposed 
bond issue is intended to provide 
for a new Tech FWierh school, but 


even if the bonds are voted favor- 
ably by the people, though this is 
by no means certain. it will be at 
least Sertember, 1921, before any 
buildings can be completed, so 
what's to be done in the interim? It 
is expected the enrollment next Sep- 
tember will be at least 300 larger 
than at present. I heard Professor. 
Sutton. the principal, say recently 
since September 1, 1919, he has re- 
ceived over 500 applications from 
parents of. boys living outside of 
Atlanta, seattered over Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Tennessee and 
South Carolina, for admission to 
this school, not one of whom could 
be accommodated. Now if some of 
these boys could come here ‘to the 
achoo) of their choice very proba- 
bly it would mean dad and the rest 
of the family would be permanently 
added to our population. Is this 
not where we are overlooking a 
splendid chance to advertise and 
really add to our population. thus 
increasing our wealth and re- 
sources?

It was to be expected that the 
various groups’in the senate would 
give different constructions to Lord 
Grey’s letter, and it was further to 


be expected that the “bitter-enders” 
would be to the fore in their claims 
of vindication. It is, of course, of 
the smallest real importance who 
will be entitled to the credit or who 
will be vindicated whentthe ratifica- 
tion, which now seems probable, 
takes place, but it is of importance 
that in the ratification there should 
be no further qualification of the 
covenant of the league that would 
make acceptance of our reservations 
doubtful. Mr. Johnson, it is said, 
proposes,in view of Lord Grey’s let- 
er, to renew his proposal, which, in 
effect, made our ratification depend- 
ent on an amendment by which we 
should have in the league votes 
equal to those of Great Britain, with 
her dominions and colonies. Such an 
amendment would postpone indefi- 
nitely our going into the league at 
all, because it would require action 
by all the present members of the 
league consenting to such an amend- 
ment. 3

| Acidosis, Food and Bxereise, 
Nowadays we hear\a great deal 


about acid intoxication or acidosis as 


a serious feature of various diseases. 
This is to be clearly distinguished 


from that actual or imagined “acid- 
ity” of the stomach which many peo- 


ple are led to believe is a disease to} 


be treated in itself. \ ’ 
. Acidosis is a state of the body, not 
only the ‘blood, but the tissues of 


the body, in which there is a reten-/| Lo 


tion of an excessive production or 
an inadequate natural neutralization 
of certain essential by-products of 
the life process. These by-products 
represent the ash or waste left after 
fuel has been burned in the 
body. The fuel may be the food; 
or it may be the substance of body 
tissues; combustion is constant 
while life endures. 


Suppose combustion, for some rea- 
son, slows down. In that event fuel 
does not burn so completely. It is 


not so completely oxidized. Incom- 
pletely oxidized wastes are likely to 
be acid in character. Thus, the waste 
of nitrogenous material, if incom- 
pletely oxidized, is called uric acid: 
if completely oxidized, thoroughly 
burned, the nitrogenous’ material 
yields urea. 

If you biirn coal or wood or almost 
any fuel with a free draft, plenty of 
oxygen, the chief waste product is 
carboin monoxide, a poison. Carbon 
harmless. But if you burn coal or 
wood or other fuel with a restricted 
supply of air, your experiment yields 
carbon combined with one atom of 
monoxide consists of one atom of 
oxygen; whereas carbon dioxide 
which we give off from the lungs 
(which we give off from the lungs 
in breathing) consists of one atom 
of carbon combined with two atoms 
of oxygen. A little more oxygen, 
you see, makes a tremendous differ- 
ence. 

When you exercise, no matter how, 
you absorb more oxygen than you 


absorb while sitting or standing 
still. 

‘ Anindividual who exercises regu- 
larly every day is better equipped to 
burn up his fuel than an individual) 


who cultivates a sedentary or lazy 
existence. The individual who ex- 
ercises completely oxidizes his as- 
similated food; therefore he is not 
menaced constantly by incompletely 
oxidized substances—acid sub- 
stances. He stands illness better, 
and has a better chance to survive 
a serious illness, than the sedentary 
individual. 

Appetite is an artificial thing, 
tampered with and doped and al- 
tered by every art of the cook. It 
leads men into temptation at every 
meal. We areconstantly tempted to 
eat more than we oxidize. Particu- 
larly is this true of the sedentary 
classes—though, in truth, there need 
be no such classes. For a sedentary 
individual to put away as much food 
atone mealor at all meals as does 
an individual who takes active exer- 
cise everyday, is a huge mistak 
which has to do with short life an 
ill health that physicians have said 
it has these many years. The sed- 
entary individual with an unnatural 
hearty appetite deliberately subjects 
himself to acid intoxication by sat- 
isfying that unnatural appetite. 
Even in the baby ona bottle we 
know that the amount of food con- 
sumed by the baby is or should 
be, determined by the amount.of ex- 
ercise the baby takes every day.

Crecking Perspiration. 

Ts it injurious to check perspira- 
tion under the arms? If not, can 
you suggest something for the pur- 
pose?

ANSWER—Mop the skin once 
each alternate day for three or four 


days with a solution of half an 
ounce of aluminum loride in two 
ounces of distilled 6r rain water, 
and allow this to dry before dress-, 
ng. 
The Germs Like it. 

* My son has boils on the back of 
his neck. We poulticed the first one 


with flaxseed and now there are 
two new ones coming. Kfndly tell 
me what causes them. (Mrs. 
J. M. F.) | 

ANSWER—The ‘original boil was 
caused by Staphylococci (pus- 
producing germs) which are present 


on every skin. They gained en- 
trance through some trifling abra- 
sion made by. neckband or injury. 
But the two new boils were nrobably’ 
caused by your treatment. Flaxseed 
poultice is an ideal culture medium 
for such germs, also it tends to 
soften and render the neighboring 
skin more susceptible to infection. 
Never apply a poultice which favors 
germ growth if germs are already 
causing trouble. A dressing which 
accomplishes everything a poultice 
can accomplish, yet does not favor 
germ growth, is made by keeping 
large pads of cheesecloth (surgeon's 
geauze) constantly moistened with a 
solution of heaping tablespoonful of 
citrate of soda and an equal amotint 
of common salt in a pint of hot 
water; a fresh pad to be apviied as 
often as the dressing betomes ap- 
nreciably soiled with discharee, and 
the moistening to be repeated every 
houf or two.

CONTINUANCE s RED 
UF RAILWAY REFORMS 


Washington, February 7.—Re- 
viewing the “efficiencies and econo- 
mies accomplished in various phases 
of railroad operation by the railroad 
administration,” W. T, Tyler, di- 
rector of the division of operations. 
recommended in his annual report 
today to Director General Hines that 
“many effective reforms” be contin- 
ued after the roads are returned to 
private control March 1. His rec- 
ommendations included:. 

That arrangements be made to set 
up, at least in skeletonized form, the 
organization necessary to control the 
movement of traffic to and via 
ports whenever traffic conditions 
warrant by the placing of embar- 
goes and the issuance of permits. 

That every effort be made to con- 
tinue and extend the pooling of lake 
and tidewater tolls; the railroads 
maintaining the necessary organiza- 
tions at all times to handle traffic 
so pooled. 

That the railroads continue the 
work of establishing uniformity in 
rules governing car supply for the 
yvarious, important commodities han- 

died. 


For Heavier Loading. 

That the campaign for the more 
effective utilization of equipment 
by heavier loading be continued, 

That the co-ordination of termi- 
nals be made a continuing policy 
for the railroads. 

That the centralized control of 
ears be continued upon proper lim- 
itations and the central organiza- 
tion of the railroads themselves. 

Director Tyler emphasized the 
banefits derived from the permit sys- 
tem for the control of freight #hip- 
ments. He pointed out the conges- 
tion which results from indiscrim- 
inate efforts to move freight for

NECK; BROKEN, SKULL 
FRACTURED, RECOVERS 


Macon, Ga., February 9.—\Spe- 
clal.)—One of the most remarkable 
recoveries in the history of local 
hospitals is that of R. A. Heron, of 
Columbus, who has just been dis- 
charged from the institution after 
several weeks’ confinement with a 
broken neck and a fractured skull. 
Heron was working in the construc- 
tion of a building here last Decem- 
ber, when he was struck by a heavy 
T-jackK, which slipped from an up- 
per story and fell thirty feet, strik- 
ing Heron's head. When taken to 
the hospital it was found two ver- 
tebrae in his neck had been frac- 
tured and his skull crushed. 

In operating surgeons removed 
two and a half inches of skull and 
placed Heron's head and shoulder 
in a plaster cast. The cast remained 
on him for six weeks, until the in- 
juries had mended. When it was re- 
moved it was found the only dis- 
comfort Heron sufferes is a slight 
‘stiffmess of the neck. At the time 
Heron was taken to the hospital it 
was the general opinion he could 
live but a short time.

Washington, February 9.—Some 
highlights on loafing by a “loiter- 
ing army” of industrial workers at 
Muscle Shoals were presented to- 
day to the house war expenditures 
committee by Mark H. Evans, for- 
merly of the military intelligence 
bureau, continuing his testimony of 
alleged extravagance and waste in 
wartime canstruction of the big air 
nitrate plant. 

Evans charged that more than 
one-half of the monthly payroll of 
$3,600,000 virtually was thrown 
away so far as results obtained 
were concerned. Affidavits by men 
he had employed set forth that often 
not more than 2 per cent of big 
gangs of workmen were actually at 
work, the rest being found in shady 
nooks, whittling or asleep. 

Illustrating conditions of inactivi- 
ty Evans declared more than one 
hundred bricklayers, earning the top 
scale of wages, took a day and a 
haif to unload a carload of brick 
ata cost to the government of about 
one thousand dollars, when experts 
figured that five men and a foreman 
could have done the job in sixteen 
hours. 

“Everybody quit work long be- 
fore the noon time whistle blew 
for dinner,” Evans declared, “and 
once we counted 1,496 men in one 
mess hall ahead of time, some of 
whom had come a mile from their 
work.” 

Evans testified that H. H. Snow- 
den, employed as an efficiency en- 
gineer by the air nitrate corpora- 
tion at the Muscle Shoals plant, was 
discharged because he sent a report 
to the war department suggesting 
changes by which the government 
could save money. The department 
directed the military intelligence tuo 
investigaze and Fivans said he for- 
waTrded a report to Washington, but 
had been unable to get it for the 
committee. 

“You should worry,” E. E. Jarett, 
-of Marysville, Tenn., was told by a 
foreman when he reported that his 
gang, drawing big money, had not 
been able to get work from Thurs- 
dav to aSturday, according to the 
witnesses. 


Trouble With Japan 
Is N.ot Anticipated 
From Marines’ Move

News Items 


FPoliowing is the weekly legal 
news article prepared for The Con- 
stitution by. Johnson & Johnson, 
prominent attorneys of Rome, Ga.: 

A person charged with violation 
of a municipal ordinance has no 
constitutional right to a trial by 
jury, but he may be summarily tried 
and convicted without a jury in a 
police cqurt. 124 Ga. 701. 

Under” Penal Code 1895, section 
818, jury commissioners may in the 
exercise of their discretion omit 
from the jury list all pensons ex- 
empt by law as well. as those 
whose business is such as to make 
it reasonably probable that an ex- 
cuse from jury service would be 
granted by the judge. 124 Ga. 31. 

A juror having the _ statutory 
qualifications may be speciall? in- 
competent in a certain case because 
of relationship or bias. 119 Ga. 443. 

A challenge to the array is an 
objection to all the jurors collec- 
tively, because of some def in 
the ‘panel as a whole. 134 Ga. 79. 


Justices of the Peace. 


Where an action is brought be- 
fore a justice on a note providing 
fot gattorney’s fees for collection, 
and the amount of the note, with 
interest and attorney's fees, is 
over one hundred dollars, the jus- 
tice has no jurisdiction, and the 
judgment is void. 126 Ga. 27. 

A return of service-of a justice 
court summons, alleging that the 
constable served the defendant at 
his mrest notorious place of abode, 
personally, by calling at the door 
of his residence and handing the 
summons to & man answering to 
the name of defendant, is a return 
of personal service. 119 Ga, 801. 

Under Civil Code 1895, section

the workings of the architect's 
mind as he singles out the kind of 
roofing material he will use on the 
-building, but in a general way it 
probably runs in the following se- 
quence, or if it does not, it ought to. 
First he is influenced by the artistic 
requirements and makes a tentative 
selection of some material which 
fits in best with his design. As he 
proceeds further, he studies the re- 
quired framing and _ construction 
necessary to support this type of 
roof, and then he gathers all the in- 
formation on the fabrication fea- 
tures of the material itself for use 
in his detail showings, and specifi- 
cation. Finally as a complete men- 
tal check, he takes a -comparative 
view of such things as fire-resisting 
qualities, durability and costs. 
The very first steps, then, in the 
selection of a roofing material are 
almost entirely influenced by artis- 
tic reasons. Even though the archi- 
tect may tackle his . preliminary 
sketches with a pre-determined 
conclusion on the kind,of material 
he will use, he neverthéless has ar- 
rived at this decision by mental- 
picture designing. It often seems 
as though the cost alone influenced 
the selection, but in reality it is the 
artistic reason, for he will build-up 
his design around the roof selected. 
Usually, however, in the first rough 
sketches, little thought is given to 
the actual materials that will be 
eventually used, but the design is 
Studied for*composition in line, col- 
or, light and shade, with the result 
that such a thing as the pitch of the 
roof is determined by artistic rea- 
sons alone. Whether the roof shall 
be flat or sloping is a matter that 
ie worked out in the designing. if 
it is flat, then the roofing material 
requires no artistic treatment, since 
it will not count in the general ef- 
fect of the buildjng. On the other 
hand, if the roof{is sloping it must 
be handled from a pictorial stand- 
point and selected accordingly. 
For exa e, the design may be 
a countryg se in the Italian villa 
oe i f in the prelimina- 
3 & evolyed to a pitch 
afes in #6168 foot. Now 
the very requirements of the style 
and the design demand the use.of 
a clay tile roof.

any time before July 1, 1920. 

Applicants will be reinstated re- 
gardless of length of time since the 
lapse of policy or the pertod of time 
since the discharge of service men. 
The only two requisites are that the 
applicant is in as good health as 
when the policy was issued and, sec- 
ondly, that the two monthly premi- 
ums are forwarded by the applicant. 

This ruling is primarily for the 
benefit of those former soldiers who 
have been discharged more than 
eighteen menths. Those’ who have 
received their discharge can lave 
their insurance reinstated up till 
eighteen months after the date on 
which their discharge was signed. 

It has also been announced that 
war risk term insurance may, now 
be made payable to the enlarged list 
of beneficiaries: Parent, grand- 
step-parent, wife (or hus- 
child, step-child, adopted 
child, grandchild, brother, sister, 
half-brother, half-sister, brother 
through adoption, uncle, aunt, neé-

Sheets Are Urging All 
Orientals to Join Move- 
ment of Soviet Russia. 


By Clair Price. 

London, January 31.—Writing 
from Constantinople recently I call- 
ed attention to the fact that the 
most imminent danger to a reasop- 
ably durable world peace was the 
danger of a bolshevist coalition with 
the Mohammedan world. 

Since I returned to London the 
game which was in its first inning 
last September has been steadily 
developing. The whisperings that 
simmered through the native bazars 
at that time have risen to unmis- 
takable rumblings. The little 
groups of long-nosed Turks who sat 
about the coffee houses of typhus- 
ridden Turkish towns #gouthing over 
“the dirty English,” “the poor 
Moslem” and “the good Russian,” 
have been joined by hundreds of 
paid agitators; scores of subsidized 
newspapers, which have mushroom- 
ed into being over night, have been 
shoved into their hands to stimulate 
their hatred against “western ex- 
ploitation.”’ 

The game has already developed 
to a point at which even the most 
staid London newspapers are con- 
templating the possibility of “seri- 
ous disturbances” in India, Afghan- 
istan, Persia, Mesopotamia and else- 
signing of the Anglo-Persian agree- 
where in Mohammedan lands. 

Lately I had a talk with an Ameri- 
can who made a tour of three 
down 
through the interior of Asia’ Minor 
in the Black sea. His reliability is 
beyond question. 

“The west will not be ready for 
another great war for forty years,” 
he said, “but the East is ready now. 
The*trouble will begin as soon as 
the bolsheviki are ready to have it 
begin.” 

In abating or aggravating the 
danger of war which now looms in 
the East, the Turkish peace settle- 
ment, which is expected to be made 
some time in February, will play a 
large part. Should the settlement 
fail to command the support of 
Turkish leaders the disaffected ele- 
ments wich now control the unoccu- 
pied interior of Asia Minor will go 
over bag and baggage to the bol- 
sheviki. Not that balshevism has 
anything like a good prospect of 
ever exercising any great hold on 
the Moslem mind, since the essen- 


Islam does not lend itself to pure- 


manipulation of Moslem unrest by 
the bolsheviki to suit their own 


intrigues of England. English guns 


are firing against us. The prisoners 
whom we take are dressed in Eng- 
lish uniforms. English dynamite is 
killing women and children at ASs- 
trakhan and Kronstadt. English 
ships are bombarding our coasts. 
English wireless telegrams are pois- 
oning the whole world with lying 
accusations.” 

“Last August, when word of the 
signing of the Auglo-Persian agree- 

ent reached Moscow M. Tchitche- 
in, the bolshevik commissary for 
foreign affairs, addressed a mes- 
sage to the Persian people, express- 
ing the hope that the time would 
soon come when they would be de- 
livered from “the yoke of English 
capitalism.” 

The bolsheviki have opened a 
special school in Moscow, at which 
courses are held to teach students 
to become specialists in Eastern 
agitation. Four hundred Hindus re- 
cently completed their training there 
and were promptly dispatched to In- 
dia to play the bolshevik game. 


Bolshevist Eyes on Afghanistan 


Until 1917 Russia had no relations 
with Afgranistan beyond the usual 
intercourse of the border authori- 
ties. Last summer, however, it be- 
cage known that Nicholas Sakharo- 
vitch Bravin, who had been an offi- 
cial in the Russian ministry for for- 
eign affairs since 1904, had entered 
Afghanistan with an escort of twen- 
ty men as a special envoy from Mos- 
cow. Presumably as a result of 
his work in Kabul, an Afghan mis- 
sion was received with considerable 
pomp in Moscow, and there has 
been much talk of Afghanistan as 
the ally of soviet Russia against 
Engtand, “the common enemy.” 

The Afghans’ hopes—and the Af- 
ghans it must be remembered are a 
strong, fighting people--in thus al- 
lying themselves with the Russian 
bolsheviki were ably set forth by 
the, Hindu Professor Baranatulla in 
an interview which the Moscow 
Izvestya published not long ago. 
Baranatulla, who was head of the 
fey Afghan mission to Moscow, 
said: 

*“] am neither a communist hor a 
sdcialist. but uiy political program 
entails the expulsion of the British 
from Asia, I am an implacable foe 
of the European capitalization of 
Asia, the principle representatives 
of which are the British. In this I 
approximate to the communists, 
and, in this respect, we are natural 
comrades.” 

In addition, the Izvestya contained 
an interview with Vosnessensky. for 
fifteen years a member of the Rus- 
sian foreign office and who is now 
manager of the eastern section of 
the bolshevik commissariat for for- 
eign affairs. Speaking of Barana- 
tulla, he said that altohugh he was 
not an official representative of 
Afghanistan, whose § independence 
‘the ‘bolsheviki recognize, the latter 
will enter into diplomatic negotia- 
tions with him as soon as they hear 
officially from the Afghan govern- 
ment. 

“Afghanistan,” he adds, “is of pri- 
yer importance for propaganda in 

sia.” 

This vast game, in which Germany 
is continuing: its war on England by 
way of bolshevism and the East, is 
the background which lends enorm- 
ous meaning to the chatter heard in 
coffee houses in the sun-scorched, 
half-wrecked villages of Asia Minor, 
to the words of fez-wearing, scowl- 
ing Mohammedans who sit at their 
table mouthing about “the dirty 
English.” 


Rassian Rifles in Plenty. : 


his tour that 5,000 rifles a week are 
being smuggled from bolshevist 
Russia into Black sea ports by small 
sailing craft. From the seacoast 
these rifles are spirited away to 
the hills and hidden there awaiting 
the moment when they are needed 
in a Turkish uprising. 

The same American found that, at 
Sivas, which was the headquarters 
of the Turkish third army corps 
during the war, the manager of the 
local agency of the Ottoman bank 
was a‘Hungarian who had been 
demobilized from the German army 
in order that he might assume his 
bank job. This man was very close 
to Captain Ahmed Nouri Bey, head 
of the Turkish disaffected elements 
at Sivas, who was a notorious pro- 
German during the war. Some time 
last summer the British authorities 
at Constantinople trie@ to deport 
the Hungarian as a spy, but a mis- 
sionary is said to have saved him by 
a personal appeal guaranteeing his 
harmlessness. 

My informant found that bol- 
shevik propagandists made no at- 
tempt to conceal their efforts in the 
interior of Turkey in Asia—despite 
the fact that Turkey and Russia 
have been proverbial enemies for 
generations. The burden of this 
propaganda, beside the usual stories 
of strikes and revolutions in all | 
western countries, was that Turkey 
and Russia were both “down and 
out,” and that it was now necessary 
thtrefore for them to make common 
cause.

Enver Pasha Bobs Up Again. 


Somewhere south of the Azerbal- 
jan republic Enver Pasha, the sleek 
young minister of war who was the 
right-hand man of Germany in Con- 
Stantinople during hostilities, is at 
large. Recent news said that he had 
been crowned king of Kurdistan. 
Thus far nothing has been done to 
apprehend him, despite the fact that 
the vicinity is one where trouble 
might prove serious. And nobody 
knows better than Enver how to 
make trouble! 


Mushroom Growth of Newspapers. 


One consequence of the campaign 
of the bolsheviki among the Rus- 
sian Moslems is the extraordinary 
rise of scores of subsidized bolshevik 
newspapers along the Volga, in the 
Urals, and in the Azerbaijan repub- 
lic. They preach revolution con- 
Stantly and are aided by hundreds 
of agitators, traveling from village 
to village, making speeches, found- 
ing Moslem communist centers, com- 
mittees and the rest of the ma- 
chinery of revolution. 

One of these newspapers is The 
Kyzy!l Yau (Red Army), the organ 
of the Moslem section of the fifth 
soviet army on the eastern front. 
Its leading article in a recent num- 
ber is entitled “England’s Turn,” and 
repeats the usual bolshevik reports 
of strikes in England, declaring that 
despite the efforts of the bourgeoi- 
sie and moderate socialists to op- 
pose the revolution in England, the 
workers are beginning to under- 
stand the root of the matter and 
that England will be the next coun- 
try to have a revolution. 

Another article in a recent issue 
entitled “The Eastern World,” says: 

“The proletariat of the easterr 
world—Indla, Persia, Anatolia—de- 
ceived by western capitalists, weak, 
hungry, helpless, hide-bound in re- 
ligious formulae, feebly blames the 
giaour (Christian) for all its 
troubles. But a new light has 
dawned! The Tartar proletariat of 
Russia has joined the soviet gov- 
ernment and has advanced to the 
Urals to liberate the East and to 
send to hell the whites—Kolchaks 
Semenoff, and all the ‘white bones’ 
(aristocrats). 

“Join the red army! Work. Do not 
follow the old custom of making one 
effort and then lying down again! 
Fight to set the East free!” 

Yes, the bolshevik game is de< 
veloping and will bear watching? 
Germany is still arrayed against

Trenton, N. J., February 7.—The 
battle in New Jersey, led by Gov- 
ernor Edward I. Edwards, for state 
rights as against constitutional pro- 
hibition is being fought along two 
lines: An effort to induce the 
legislature to contest the validity 
of the eighteenth amendment in the 
United States supreme court and 
to enact a state law permitting the 
sale in New Jersey of beverages 
containing more than one-half of 
one per cent of alcohol. 

Steps necessary to fight. the pro- 
hibition amendment iIn the supreme 
court have been considered in con- 
ferences between the new governor 
and the state attorney general. Two 
bills have been introduced in the 
legislature, one to permit the sale 
of beverages with 4 per cent of al- 
cohol content and the other 5 per 
cent. 

“Personal Liberty.” 


Governor Edwards was elected on 
an issue of “personal liberty.” He 
gave a pledge in his campaign to 
insist on the right of the people of 
New Jersey to say how they should 
live.

TAXES ON INCOMES 


Bootblacks, Milk Wagon 
Drivers and _ Bellboys 
Among Those Who Are 
Earning; in Excess of 
Exemption. 


$1,500,000 IS DUE ° 
IN TWO N. Y. DISTRICTS 


Tax Must Be Paid Before 

Midnight of March 15, 
| After Which Delin- 
quents Face Heavy Fine. 


New York, February 7.—Plumbers 
who pay income taxes are no longer 
the “aristocrats of labor,” accord- 
ing to William H. Edwards, United 
States internal revenue collector for 
the second and third districts of 
‘New York, in whose districts this 
year more than $1,500,000,000 will 
be gathered up fur Uncle Sam. 

High wages and profitable over- 
time, says Mr. Edwards, have raised 
to the income tax paying list such 
workc’s as lomgshoremen, garment 
worke. ., paperhangers, railraod 
brakemen, chauffeurs, sallors, truck 
drivers and piano movers. “And 
den’t forget the chorus girls, the 
movie stars and the hotel waiters,” 
declared the collector, adding that 
some of the latter are making more 
than $5,000 a year in tips alone. 

Newsbeys Now Rich. 

Street car conductors and motor- 
men in Brooklyn, for instance, he 
said, have made as much as $60 a 
week, and, if their yearly income 


$2,000 for the head of a family, 
they will be required to contribute 
their share toward the cost of run- 
ming the government. Mr. Edwards 
cited-a few instances without, of 
covr-e, mentioning any names, of 
bootbfacks, Milk wagon drivers and 
bellboys who in 1919 earned in ex- 
cess of their exemption and who 
will be required to file returns.

Her Tax 4 Cents. 


A recent caller at the collector’s 
office was a woman whose net ins 
come was 65 cents.

When 
told she could, she smiled-and said 
she guesped she would pay it all 
at once, handed over four shining 
pennies and took her receipt. An- 
Other citizen—foreign born—filed «@ 
careful return showing that he had 
no income which was subject te 
taxation. At the bottom of his re- 
turn was the following notation: 
“No tax due, but would like to pay 
some tax and inclse for $100.” 

“Collector Edwatfds said that, un- 
der the law, he was not permitted 
to accept the check, but that he 
forwarded it to Commissioner Koper 
in Washington to dispose of as he 
saw fit. This year the income 
tax rate is Fess than last, Mr. Ed- 
wards said, the normal rate being 
4 per cent on the first $4,000 of 
net 
and 8 per cent on the remaining net 
income instead of 6 and 12 per per- 
cent as in 1918. 

Hits 4ctors Hard. 

“Offhand,” said the collector, “one 
would hardly think that a long- 
shoreman came within the require- 
ments of the income tax law. Cer- 
tainly he did not a few year® ago 
when many of them found it hard to 
make a living. In the past year or 
two, however, many longshoremen 
have been making from 000 to 
$5,000 a year. 

“The income tax also hits some 
members of the theatrical profes- 
sion pretty hard. Some of these 
actors, including motion picture 
stars, perhaps make as high as $200 
and $300 a week for six months in 
the year. They live well and by the 
time their income tax payment is 
due may be out of an engagement. 
They are confronted with a good- 
sized tax, without any immediate 
means. It is then up to them to 
get it. 

“Last year my investigators found 
many diamond merchants have been 
doing business in this country four 
or five years without baying taxes. 
We got after them and increased 
our returnsaby more than $1,000,000. 
Some of the actresses who were de- 
linquent last year sald they did not 
pay because they could not figure 
out just how much they were ex-, 
empt because of the cost of their 
gowns, taxicabs and other luxuries.

Crown Prince’s Amours. - 


Now Domelier has written a book 
entitled “At German Great Head- 
quarters,” which is causing a: sensa- 
tion in France. In it the vulgar 
amours of the crown prince while he 
resided in Chafleville, his silly at- 
tempts to curry popularity, the 
baseless and sordidness underlying 
the glittering trappings of the mas- 
ters of imperial Germany are piti- 


lessly exposed. To this book one of 
| the most renowned of French 
| writers, M. Maurice Barres, of the 
| French academy, contributes a pref- 
|ite in which hé pays glowing trib- 


ute to M. Domelier’s bravery. While 
| dealing daily with the Germans, Mr. 
Barres points out, the heroic man 
Served the allies as chief of the 
Charleville information service for 
the English bureau at Liege, Bel- 
gium, which, of course, exposed him 
to summary execution if he should 
be found out.

“La 
Friture” was a notorious cabaret, 
the owner procurer for the crown 
prince’s harem. The girls thus had 
the choice of ve into the hands 
of the prince or being thrown a 
prey to his soldiers. Far from being 
ashamed of his association with “La 
Friture,” the prince had himself 
photographed in front of it. 

When not engaged with women 
the kaiser’s heir spent his time 
playing with a big ape, “Dingo.” The 
pet was kept in especially warmed 
apartments and his favorite pastime 
was the rending and tearing of 
clothes left by the Renaudin Yami- 
ly when they fled from the chau- 
teau. The prince spent hours in the 
contemplation of the antics of his 
favorite. 

At other times, in imitation of his 
father, he weuld go out quite unat- 
tended and coOnverse with the street 
boys. One day he would offer them 
cigarettes and seem to court their 
favor; the next he would forget to 
fill his pockets and the boys would 
hoot him from a safe distance. 
Seized with a sense of shame or 
actuated by a desire to do what he 
deemed correct in the heir to a 
throne, he would tell the local 
schoolmaster to forbid the children 
to smoke. 

When in a jocular mood, he would 
pay a Charleville boy to shout 
“Down with England.” The child 
would take the money and then run 
away, shouting “Ha, ha, crown 
prince! Long live France! Down with 
Prussia!” He created himself vol- 
untary inspector of the Charleville 
school, entered at all hours and ex- 
amined the children. 

The prince soon became known 
for his meanness. He had a habit 
of flattening his face against shop 
windows and entering, if the gir) 
in charge were pretty. Frenchwom- 
en, anxious to get rid of so dan- 
gerous an admirer, soon discovered 
that the easiest plan was to try to 
sell him something. If the object 
were expensive the prince retired in 
haste never to reappear. 


Buffoon and Philanderer. 


On his first arrival: at Charle- 
ville the prince showed a flattering 
interest toward everything in pet- 
ticoats. Certain peasant girls, 
grateful. for his gifts, administer- 
ed to his pleasures. When that 
source of dissipation was exhaust- 
ed he appointed the mistress of “La 
Friture” procurer-in-ordinary and 
head of his harenm. Women of 
doubtful entencedents, some even 
under state control, passed through 
her hands before meeting the 
prince. She examined their linen, 
exchanged it for cleaner and finer 
garments, stolen from the houses of 
the rich in Charleville. When all 
was right she dispatched the girls 
to a solitary farm called “La Folie” 
that was specially fitted up as a 
rendezvous. 

The inhabitants of Charleville 
were mutch amused to notice that 
the crown prince was not allowed 
to spend his night away from his 
quarters. His attenfants had av- 
thority from his father to keep him 
at home, 

Utterly unashamed in his dealings 
with the fair sex, the young man 
did not hesitate to annex his friends’ 
women. A duel with his physician, 
Dr Wezel, was pending as a result 
of a dispute about a girl, when the 
timely intervention of the emperor 
prevented things from going any 
farther.

They 
did not hesitate to describe him as
